Neely, Cornelius Lockett, Wycliff 
Thomas, Guy Hopkins and Ernest 
Abbott, all Negroes, were ar­ 
rested and taken to the Palm 
Springs jail. 
When brought before Judge 
Albert R. Hoffman on Monday, 
Feb. 26, Neely, Lockett and 
Thomas pleaded guilty to th e 
charge of violating the gambling 
section of the California Penal 
Code. Hopkins and Abbitt plead­ 
ed not guilty. All the men were 
released on $50 bail each. 
When tried later the men that 
had pleaded guilty were each 
fined. The charges against Hop­ 
kins and Abbitt, who pleaded not 
guilty, were dismissed in court 
here this week.

EASTER 


Against the glorious backdrop of Nature awak­ 
ened from her death-like sleep of winter, the world 
prepares for Easter, the most significant religious 
dav of the year. 
Christmas, for Christians of all 
creeds, commemorates the birth of the Christ 
child 
is the day of promise of new hope. 
But 
Easter marks the fulfillment of that hope; marks 
the final, literal triumph of Life over Death, the 
actual return of the Christ from the grave that 
awaited him as it awaits all mankind. 
It is the 
day that no tragedy has power to mock. 
In suf­ 
fering Poland, in Czecho-Slovakia, in Finland, 
Protestants 
and Catholics will 
fill 
shell-torn 
churches to hear again the m essage of Easter. 
Whole peoples have been tortured and, as inde­ 
pendent nations, killed; but none has been more 
brutally tortured and killed than the Prince of 
Peace. 
And to all religious, his flaming declara­ 
tion: “I am the Resurrection and the Life,” is as­ 
surance to nations as well as individuals that evil 
and death cannot triumph permanently over faith 
and hope. 
The spiritual significance of Easter and all 
that it svmbolizes goes deep into the nature of 
man. 
To men of goodwill who profess no ortho­ 
dox of religion or dogmatic belief there is a moving 
element in Easter. When new life stirs in bud and 
leaf and blade, when a glory of flowers blots out 
the scars of barren hillsides, and blossoms trans­ 
form bare trunks into torches of lush beauty, old 
misgivings and frustrations seem gone with last 
year's yellowed leaves, and men take new hope for 
the future. That rebirth of faith brings a thought­ 
ful, serious renewal of courage. 
In the striking 
phrase written 1200 years ago by the ancient 
Anglo-Sxaon chronicler Bede, in remarking on 
ritualistic rejoicing at the coming of Spring, Easter 
truly is “observed with the gladness of a new 
solemnity.” 


HEMET 


Despite almost 
unprecedented 
low 
tem peratures 
last 
week 
which sent the m ercury skidding 
down to as low as 25 degrees and 
m ade ranchers scurry to orchard 
heaters, the Hemet V alley's 1940 
apricot crop is believed to have 
suffered little serious damage. 
The tem peratures recorded in 
the unprotected sections of the 
valley are the lowest for March 
in m ore than 30 years. Twenty- 
seven degrees was th e previous 
low for 32 years, this m ark hav­ 
ing been recorded in 1935. How­ 
ever, at that time the cold was 
general throughout 
the 
valley. 
This week tem peratures ranged 
from a low of 25 to 33 degrees, 
depending upon the locality.

DIES HERE 


Sam uel U nterm ycr, 82, in ter­ 
nationally acclaim ed law yer and 
crusader for Jew ish rights, died 
of pneum onia Saturday at his 
w inter hom e in Palm Springs. Dr. 
H enry S. Reid w as the attending 
physician. 
He had been in poor health for 
several years. 
D uring the past 
three w eeks his condition becam e 
serious. H e had been kept under 
^ an oxygen tent for several days 
and had been given stim ulants. 
A son, A lvin U nterm yer of New 
York, w as at his bedsire w hen he 
died. 
A second son, Irw in, was 
unable to come w est because of 
his duties as justice of the Ap- 
pleate C ourt of New York. 
A 
daughter, Mrs. Stanley Richter, 
arrived from the East Sunday. 
U nterm yer had been suffering 
from a chronic bronchial asthm a 
for m any years and this was the 
reason th a t 12 years ago he had 
established a w in ter home on the 
C alifornia desert. 
He w as a foe of the “trusts,” 
but once earned one of the larg ­ 
est fees on record, $775,000, for 
bringing about a m erger of two 
m ining companies. 
He opened his purse to Jew ish 
charities and his gifts to the H e­ 
brew U niversity 
in 
Jerusalem 
ran into six figures. 
It once was said on good au ­ 
thority th a t U nterm yer received 
a t least $1000 for every day be 
appeared in court. 
He w as born in Lynchburg, 
Va. 
His father intended Sam uel 
should become a rabbi, but at the 
age of 15 he decided to study 
law. He graduated from Colum ­ 
bia U niversity in 1878 w ith his 
law degree. On Aug. 9, 1880, he 
m arried 
M innie 
Carl of New 
York, a G entile whom he con­ 
verted to Jew ry. 
She died Aug. 
16, 1924.

U nterm yer 
home 
w as 
“G reystone,” an estate in Y onk­ 
ers, N. Y., which once was the 
home of Sam uel Tilden. 
He served as president of the 
Palestine Foundation fund and 
as vice-president of the A m eri­ 
can Jew ish Congress. 
Honorary 
citizenship granted to him by the 
city of Tel-A viv in 1923 was one 
recognition of his w ork in this 
field. 
When th e anti-Jew ish character 
of Adolph H itler’s dictatorship 
in 
G erm any 
becam e 
apparent 
early in 1933, U nterm yer was one 
of the leaders of the international 
fight against it. 
He was one of th e first to urge 
w orld-w ide boycott of G erm an 
goods and in July, 1933, convoked 
a m eeting in New Y ork to m ake 
it effective. 
The rem ains w ere shipped to 
N ew York M onday by Wiefels Sc 
Son for burial in th a t city.

JOURNALISM SCHOOL PROFESSOR 


LAUDS NEWSPAPER ADVERTISING 


IN LIONS CLUB ADDRESS 


Stating that the national advertisers sometimes 
regard the weekly newspaper more highly than do 
the local merchants, asserting that consistent ad­ 
vertising has built large clienteles, claiming that 
studies have revealed the fact of fewer failures 
among advertisers, Marc N. Goodnow, field repre­ 
sentative for the University of Southern California 
School of Journalism, delivered an interesting ad­ 
dress on the newspaper industry before a meeting 
of the Palm Springs Lions Club Thursday noon at 
the Desert Inn. 


LARGE INDUSTRY 
Professor Goodnow asserted the 
newspaper industry is the second 
largest industry in the state, sec­ 
ond only to motion pictures. 
In 
California there are 
169 dailies 
and 432 weeklies, he said. 
The two important functions of 
the newspaper, he said, are social 
service and 
the 
merchandising 
service it performs. 
The weekly 
newspaper is clean, it has reader 
interest, it stimulates community 
enterprise and promotes civic de­ 
velopment, the speaker said. 
The 
weekly 
newspaper also 
performs a definite merchandising 
service for the local 
merchants, 
the professor pointed out. 
It af­ 
fords wide coverage in the local 
field at the lowest cost, it informs 
the buyers which business houses 
supply the local wants, it builds 
better business and promotes co-

In a price-conscious world, with 
automobiles available for shop­ 
ping, buyers 
must be attracted 
through advertising. 
They will

cate how important they are in

country.

STATE CHAMBER 


LISTS PLACES TO 
SEE WILD FLOWERS 


The California State Chamber 
of Commerce in its 1940 wild- 
flower bulletin gives a complete 
survey of wild flowers 
to 
be 
found in California by counties 
and the months when they can 
be found, also the law regarding 
the destruction of native trees 
and wild flowers. According to 
Section 384a, penal code of Cali­ 
fornia, such destruction on pub­ 
lic property or on private prop­ 
erty without a written permit 
from the owner is a misdemeanor; 
and is punishable by a fine of 
not more than $200 or by im­ 
prisonment in a county jail for 
not more than six months, or by 
both fine and imprisonment. This 


is as free as it needs to be. The 
American press often oversteps 
the bounds of personal privacy, 
he claimed.

1 pie. 
The newspaper should up- 
| hold the Bill of Rights and hold

Too Sensational 
The pet peeves of the American 
public relative to newspapers are 
as 
follows, 
according 
to

speaker: They spread propagan­ 
da, they arc too sensational, they 
are controlled and they don’t re­ 
form. 
The press in this country 
is not controlled to any great ex­ 
tent, he said, except by certain 
pressure groups and by advertis­ 
ers in some cases. 
He described the weekly paper 
as follows: It is not sensational. 
It is honest, sincere, and clean. It 
has a socializing influence on the 
community, and carries the m er­ 
chandising message of the adver­ 
tiser. It is informative.

Fate of Trees 


In Tamarisk Road 


Still Undecided 


After a lengthy discussion in 
which a number of property own­ 
ers of Tamarisk Road participat­ 
ed at a meeting of the city coun­ 
cil Wednesday morning, the fate 
of the much-discussed row 
of 
tam arisk trees in that street was 
not decided, and the m atter was 
referred to the public safety com­ 
mittee of the council for further 
study. 
The row of trees down the cen­ 
ter of Tamarisk Road have been 
a subject of controversy for some 
time. The city council announced 
early this last winter that it felt 
that it might be advisable to re­ 
move the trees within the next 
year in the interest of public safe­ 
ty. L ater two petitions, each sign­ 
ed by a number of residents of 
the northeast part of town, were 
presented to the council. One pe­ 
tition requested the council to 
have the trees removed and a 
second petitioned the city fathers 
to leave the trees in. 
In view of the division of opin­ 
ion among the residents of t h e 
neighborhood, the city last week 
sent out a postcard to every per­ 
son that had signed one petition 
or the other, requesting the pe­ 
titioners to be present at 
the 
c o u n c i l 
meeting 
Wednesday 
morning of this week, when the 
subject of the removal of th e 
trees would be thrown open for 
discussion. 
A number of persons interested 
in seeing the trees left where 
they are turned out for the meet­ 
ing, but none of the signers of 
the petition requesting the re­ 
moval of the trees w.ere present. 
In the opinion of some, this ma­ 
terially weakened the case of the 
group seeking the removal of the 
trees. 
Earl T. Shepherd suggested a 
compromise. Viz: that the trees 
be trimm ed up high, cut back in 
certain places where it is deem­ 
ed necessary and that the White­ 
water Mutual Water Company be 
asked to move its distributing 
system to the far south side of 
the right of way, thus taking the 
huge stand pipes away from the 
walls on the north side of the 
road. He pointed out that these 
stand pipes narrow the street in 
places. Evans R. Mosher said that 
there is much speeding a l o n g 
Tamarisk Road. 
A letter was read from Edmund 
F. Lindop, subdivider of Desert 
Sands Estates, requesting 
that 
the trees be removed. 
The council reported that the 
Automobile Club 
of Southern 
California recently made a sur­ 
vey of the street from a traffic 
safety standpoint, and the club 
recommends the trees be remov­ 
ed. The Automobile Club engin­ 
eers stated removal of the trees 
would eliminate the present traf­ 
fic hazard. 
A communication from 
Alice 
Guthrie protested the removal of 
the trees. 
Night speeding along the street 
and the late-at-night drunk driv­ 
ers 
were 
discussed. 
Residents 
asked 
why 
a 
traffic 
officer 
couldn't patrol the street several 
times a day, and wanted to know 
why the section of the 
street 
along the trees could 
not 
be 
placed in the 25-mile zone. 
Dr. John Macartney said the 
problem resolves itself 
to 
the 
greatest good for the 
greatest 
number, the prevention of acci­ 
dents and the preservation 
of 
natural beauties. 
The three members of the pub­ 
lic safety committee of the coun­ 
cil, 
Bacon 
Cliffton, 
chairman; 
Alvah Hicks and Robert Murray, 
each stated unofficially that he 
believed that the trees should be 
removed. These were individual 
opinions, however, and the com­ 
mittee refused to make such an 
official report without first study­ 
ing the problem. The m atter was 
referred to that committee. 
Councilman Cliffton stated that 
Tamarisk Road will not be a safe 
street until the trees are re­ 
moved. 
A number of 
bad 
accidents 
have occurred on Tamarisk Road

Last season the local fire 
insurance rates dropped 10%, the 
year prior to that they had been 
lowered 10% and only a few 
weeks ago the rates w ere again 
slashed, this time alm ost 12%. 
This lowering of the fire insur­ 
ance rates here resulting from the 
up building of a first class fire 
departm ent has to a large degree 
offset the rise in taxes caused by 
the form ation of a fire protection 
district, at the same tim e the tax 
rate of the district 
itself 
has 
gone .Jeadily down. 
Organized in 1931 
A fter the Tom Connell f i r e 
which destroyed buildings where 
the Safew ay store now stands, 
Frank Shannon and th e Chamber 
of Comm erce were instrum ental 
in raising th e sum of $500 which 
was used as a down paym ent on 
the red La France fire 
truck 
which is still in use. Soon after 
that on April 31. 1931, the Palm 
Springs F ire Protection district 
came into existence by a vote of 
the people. 
"Starting from scratch" 
only 
nine years ago, the fire depart­ 
m ent now has assets valued at 
over $50,000. In fact, th e district 
started out in the hole, for it 
had 
to

chase the La France truck, which

In 1936 the present fine fire 
station was completed. The lot. 
30 feet wide and extending from 
Palm Canyon Drive back to the 
golf course road, was purchased 
for $5000; and a tw o-story pour­ 
ed. reinforced concrete building 
was erected on the property at a 
cost of $18,000. The district paid 
cash for the lot and th e building 
was paid for in one year. 
W ith the building o f a fire sta ­ 
tion arose the need fo r a paid, 
full-tim e firem an; and so on April 
15, 1936, Fire Chief Bill Leon- 
esio was engaged. 
Few Debts 
Today the Palm Springs Fire 
Protection district has few debts. 
The La France truck is all paid 
for, as is the fire h a ll and lot. 
The big M ack fire truck, purchas­ 
ed Dec. 4, 1938, at a cost of $11,­ 
500, is alm ost clear. T he balance 
of $2700 due will be paid by J a n ­ 
uary, 1941. The M ack 
"em er­ 
gency” first aid truck, purchased 
last year, is clear. This truck cost 
$1100. 
The fire comm issioners recent­ 
ly ordered a new M ack 1000-gal­ 
lon pum per, which w ill be deliv­ 
ered July 1 of this year. The old 
red L a France truck w ill be tu rn ­ 
ed in on this new fire engine. 
This new truck is being p u r­ 
chased for $12,650. 
The down 
paym ent w ill be $2,325 (the La 
France truck), leaving a balance 
of $10,325. If and w hen the fire 
protection district 
is dissolved 
this year and the assets of the 
district go to the city, th e district 
will have alm ost enough money 
in th e bank to pay o ff the bal­ 
ance due on the present 
Mack 
truck and the truck to be deliv­ 
ered July 1, so that the city would 
take over the departm ent without 
any indebtedness. 
This modern equipm ent h a s 
caused the reduction in fire in­ 
surance rates m entioned before. 
Two insurance rate cuts follow­ 
ed th e purchase of th e present 
Mack truck, and recently a 12% 
reduction in residential rates was 
made on the strength of the new 
truck to be delivered this sum ­ 
mer. 
3 Regular Firemen 
The fire departm ent today has 
three full-tim e paid firem en and 
14 volunteers. The paid firemen 
are F ire C hief Bill Leonesio, Phil 
C asper and O rville Bigham. Sev­ 
en firem en in all sleep every night 
at th e fire station, w hich is u n ­ 
usual for a sm all tow n fire de­ 
partm ent. 
Of course, as is only 
fair, these seven firem en (two 
regulars and five volunteers) re ­ 
ceive their sleeping quarters free 
of 
charge 
for 
spending 
their 
nights at the fire station, w here 
they 
are alw ays on call at 
all 
hours of the night. 
For their splendid, 
unselfish 
service to th e com m unity 
t h e 
m em bers of the volunteer fire de­ 
partm ent are only paid one dol­ 
lar p er month, $12 a year, which 
won’t even pay for th e clothing 
they 
ruin in the course of the 
year 
fighting fires. 
F o r a few 
years the volunteers w ere not 
paid one cent; and now they are 
only paid the dollar p e r month 
because they m ust be paid em ­ 
ployees in ord er for th em to have 
the proper com pensation insur­ 
ance coverage. 
Fir© Boys Always Ready 
These volunteer firem en 
all 
have jobs, b u t they n ev er allow 
their jobs to interfere w ith their 
duty as firem en. Any h o u r of the 
day o r night, w hether a t work,

Springs' m arvelous fire d epart­ 
m ent was due to the untiring ef­ 
forts of the three fire commis­ 
sioners—A lvah Hicks, John Kline 
and C harles N. Bosworth. They 
have done a splendid job. 
Be­ 
cause of the competent, efficient 
economical way they have hand­ 
led the affairs of the district. Palm 
Springs now has reliable fire pro­ 
tection a t a cost to property ow n­ 
ers of the district little more than 
they form erly had to pay in high 
insurance prem ium s. Because of 
the com petent way these m e n 
have governed the fire protection 
district, the voters have seen fit 
to keep them on the job 
(for 
which they receive no pay for a 
great 
deal 
of 
unselfish 
hard 
work). Hicks has been on t h e 
commission for nine years, Bos­ 
w orth eight years and Kline for 
six years. 
City May Take Over 


Now it is proposed that an elec­ 
tion be held for property owners 
of the Palm Springs Fire Protec­ 
tion District to vote on the sub­ 
ject of dissolution of the district, 
the assets of the district to be­ 
come the property of the city. 
A petition requesting the county 
board of supervisors to set the 
date for such an election is now 
being circulated. 
The election 
will probably be held late 
in 
May. 
It may be that the fire d ep art­ 
m ent should become a part of the 
city, perhaps that would be for 
the best interests 
o f 
property 
ow ners of the district. C ertain it 
is, however, that the adm inistra­ 
tion officials of no political sub­ 
division can run the fire d ep art­

Parker Lake (H avasu)—Limits 
of fish are being caught on this 
lake with bass averaging three 
pounds. M udsuckers are the best 
bait and any dark under-w ater 
plug. W ater has been clear and 
quiet, and w eather warm. 
Lake Mead—Good catches 
of 
large bass are being caught both 
at Overton and Pierce's Ferry. 
Lake Henshaw—Many lim its of 
bass, catfish, bluegill, and crap- 
pie have been taken here the past 
week. Best baits and lures are

Tha regular bass 
season in other parts of the state 
opens May 29, with th e exception 
of some of the San Diego lakes.

Federal Government Flood Control 


Project For Palm Springs Area 


Seen as Real Possibility 


The chance th at the 
Federal# 
G overnm ent m ay do 
extensive 
flood control w ork in the Palm 
Springs area continues to 
im ­ 
prove, it is understood here on 
good authority. 
Frederick Norm an Crownholm 
of Redlands, a U. S. Army en­ 
gineer on flood control, was in 


result of the flood. This data is 
still filed aw ay at Los Angeles. 
The middle of this w inter Mr. 
Crownholm was down here for 
some time, m aking a study for 
the governm ent of w hat can and 
needs to be done in this area in 
the way of flood control work. 
Palm Springs this week and con- Crownholm stated that 
P a l m 
ferred with local civic leaders in­ 
cluding Alvah F. Hicks, chair­ 
m an of the "flood control” com­ 
m ittee of the city council. He is 
now endeavoring to 
determ ine 
the value of all real property in 
this area, it is reported. 
Plans Now Drawn 
Tentative plans have already 
been draw n for the work that 
may be done in this area. It is 
said that the plans include a dike 
to 
keep 
Palm Canyon w aters 
awny from Sm oke Tree ranch, a 
dike to keep the w aters from 
C athedral Canyon out of C athe­ 
dral City, and flood control work 
to Chino creek, Tachevah wash 
and Tahquitz creek. The present 
plan is not altogether satisfactory 
to Smoke Tree Ranch interests, 
it is rumored. 
It is said th at the 
proposed 
dikes would be constructed of 
loose stone, would be about 20 
feet wide across the top and six 
feet high. The Chino Creek dike 
would be a short distance west 
of the city lim its palms. 
Would Form Lake 
One of the interesting features 
of the tentative plans that have 
been draw n, it is said, is a pro­ 
posed dike stretching from Palm 
Canyon above Sm oke Tree Ranch 
north across th e desert to the 
Southern Pacific railroad right of 
way. A large lake would be form ­ 
ed back of this dike after a flood, 
it is pointed out. 
Engineer Crow nholm now has 
12 surveyors in the field in this 
region studying elevations, con­ 
tours, etc. It is reported that this 
crew is running a line straight 
from Point H appy in the valley 
up into Palm Springs. The 12 su r­ 
veyors w ill be stationed here for 
six w eeks or more. 
Before actual construction work 
on the various dikes is started a 
num ber of im portant facts will 
have to be determ ined by the 
governm ent men: is the value of 
real property in this region great 
enough to w arran t the expendi­ 
tu re of the large 
am ounts 
of 
money necessary to com plete the 
flood control work, does the Palm 
Springs area have a sufficiently 
high average annual loss from 
flood to w arrant the expendi­ 
ture, and is the plan itself feas­ 
ible. 
Must Prove Loss 
If Palm Springs can prove it 
suffers a high average annual loss 
from flood, the F ederal G overn­ 
m ent will come in here and do 
extensive flood control work, ac­ 
cording to A lvah Hicks, chair­ 
m an of the "flood control" com ­ 
m ittee of the city council. And 
the am ount of such w ork will be 
in direct proportion to the am ount 
of the average annual flood loss 
Palm Springs can show it suf­ 
fers. Such work w ould cost Palm 
Springs nothing. 
Early in March, 1938. P a l m 
Springs 
suffered 
a 
disastrous 
flood w hen 6.44 inches of rain fell 
here in four days, dam aging u til­ 
ity lines to the extent of thous­ 
ands of dollars and w ashing out 
num erous roads in this vicinity. 
This happened once, it can h ap ­ 
pen again; but property ow ners 
of Palm Springs can assure th at 
the next flood w ill not do as 
m uch dam age 
if the 
property 
ow ners and business m en will co­ 
operate in the present am bitious 
plan. 
Ambitious Plan 
H ere are the highlights of the 
plan: A month after the disas­ 
trous flood of 1938, a U. S. Army 
engineer came 
down 
here 
to 
study the dam age done by the 
flood. A m eeting was held at In ­ 
dio, a t which property ow ners of 
this area turned in estim ates of 
the dam age they suffered as a 


Springs can still subm it an esti­ 
m ate of w hat the 1938 flood cost 
it and also stated that he be­ 
lieves th at the village can show 
a sufficiently high average an­ 
nual loss from flood dam age to 
entitle it to receive Federal flood 
control 
work. 
Crownholm 
has 
made a study of w hat should and 
can 
be done to prevent flood 
dam age here, now w hat w ill be 
done by th e G overnm ent in this 
regard depends entirely upon the 
residents of Palm Springs. 
Figure Business Loss 
In 
com puting 
w hat 
P a l m 
Springs' average annual loss from 
flood dam age is, both actual di­ 
rect property loss and loss 
of 
business of every business man 
in 
town counts. 
For example, 
the am ount of the loss of busi­ 
ness of a certain store follow­ 
ing the flood of 1938 can be de­ 
term ined by comparing the busi­ 
ness done that month w ith the 
am ount of business done during 
M arch of the preceding year. All 
property ow ners who can show 
that they suffered direct losses 
from the flood and all business 
m en who can show losses in busi­ 
ness as a result of the flood are 
urged to turn in estim ates of 
such loss to City C lerk Guy Pin- 
ney, John Sprague of to Alvah 
F. Hicks. 
They w ill be turned 
over to the Federal Government 
to prove th at Palm Springs suf­ 
fers sufficiently from floods to 
deserve the expenditure of money 
on the part of the governm ent 
for flood control work here. ’ 
A num ber of business 
men 
have 
already 
turned 
in 
such 
statem ents of loss, and the other 
business m en of th e village are 
urged to do the same. 
Loss Here Great 
It is asserted th at the D esert 
Inn alone can show a loss in 
business for the year 1938 of $20,­ 
000 as a result of the flood. Some 
localites estim ate 
roughly 
that 
Palm Springs should be able to 
show a total loss of $200.000 or 
more to property and in loss of 
business as a result of the 1938 
flood. To prove this would cer­ 
tainly help a lot in raising Palm 
Springs’ 
average annual flood 
loss to an am ount that would 
bring the governm ent in here in 
a hurry.

Indianoya, obtained 
them some tim e ago, after they 
had been dug from the bottom 
of a canyon which had gone dry 
back in the Dust Bowl area.

As Pick-Pocket

Because she assertedly “frisk­ 
ed" the pockets of a num ber of

sums of money, Alfreda Cost, 28, 
Los Angeles Negress, is now in 
the Riverside caunty jail with her 
bail set at $5000.
